Nickel Theaters, Replete in 

| Crime Pictures, Lacking 

Fire Aid, Are Filled 
with Children. 


BAD INFLUENCES SHOWN. 


Investigation of Five Cent Play- 
houses Proves Corrupt. Tend- 
ency of Performances 
on. Young. 


An incipient fire riot emptied one nickel 
theater y Gay...The others were filled 
with thousands of little boysand girls. Those 
in the audience of the theater at Halsted and 
Madison streets were fortunate because no 
ene was hurt seriously. But this was the 
result of fortutie rather than of precaution 
of the owners. 

The place, as.ia.the case with practically 
all the others, ie without protection of an 
adequate sort. A film in the moving picture 
device suddenly caught fire and the room was 
filled with smoke: ‘Disorder folbowed, and in 
the scramble one person, Mrs. Buckley, wae 
knocked down and trampled on. After she 
Was agsisted to a Crug store and attended 
she wap permitted to go to her house. 

The fire soon was éxtinguished, but the 
panic continued until the place was deserted. 


Same Old Panic Elsewhere. 

In the other theaters the fire panic was 
lacking, but the continuous performance 
panic of cheap sofgs, tawdry miners and 
suggestive pictures reigned. 

The one on Milwaukee avenue, just around 
the corner from Halsted street, contained 
plenty of thrills. Here is what was seen. 

When the lights went out and all was hushed 
in’ expectation, a girl sang a song about 
‘‘ Mary Dear,” Mary was one of that cling- 
ing variety of maidens who caress pictures 
of @eparted lovers and lean against chairs 
on the porch on moonlight nights expressing 
great anguish of spirit. There is some char- 
acter of this sort to introduce all the shows. 
The lover always conies home after he is 
reported dead and there is much kissing and 
weeping. 

Preliminary to “Bad Son.” 

Then followed a lanky negro youth with a 
battered rim of a hat, who told a few alleged 
jokes, sang a song, and raised a great cloud 
of dust attempting to dance. But all this 
was preliminary to the moving picture show, 
which opened up with the story of the “ Bad 
Son.”’ 

The scene ns with the bad son yawning 
in the circle of his own house. There are 
mother and father and sister. Bed time 
comes. Father and mother and the children 
leave the room after kissing the bad son. 
After they are gone he turns up his coat col- 
lar, lights a cigarrput@on a hat, and after a 
little hesitation rummages around a desk 
until he finds a roll of money. He thrusts 
this In his pocket, frowning terribly, then 
blows out the-light, and sneaks out of the 
house. 


Steals Roll of Money. 

A few minutes later the mother comes back 
into the room, discovers that her son is a 
thief, and falis to the floor. The son is next 
seén in a gambling den, feverishly playing his 
last sou, He loses, borrows from an old man 
watching him, loses again, and rushes out of 
the houge to commit suicide. Hedoes not kill 
himself, but enlists in the French navy. He 
is shown working with the sailors before the 
mast and joining in a mutiny in which an 
officer is killed. 

The bad son is next found in a Turkish 
harem. With several other sailors he is 
sprawled on rugs and pillows, surrounded by 
pretty Turkish girls. There is an apparatus 
for smoking ‘ dope.”’ The girls are dressed 
in a careless fashion, displaying an alluring 
aesortment of arms and ankles. The son 
dreams of his home and sees in fancy the 
old fireside he had left In disgrace. He is 
carried away by his emotions, and at last is 
shown returning to his mother’s open arms 
for forgiveness. 


Burglars at the Ball. 

Ali this is received with sighs) of ercstasy, 
but the next pleases the boys as well. 

It is called “ Burglars at the Ball,” and 
shows two dark lantern gentlemen breaking 
into a house where a masked ball is in prog- 
ress. They find the wardrobe room, get into 
fancy costumes, and jointhe dancers. Later 
they slip away and begin filling their sack 
with stolen jewelry and silverware. In the 
midst of this they are arrested and clubbed 
by a policeman. ; 

Some of the boys decided that the burglars 
could have made their *“‘ getaway’”’ if they 
had been a little smoother. 


Last One Suggestive. 

The last series is of a decidedly suggestive 
nature. A doctor of portly aspect is taking 
leave of his old wife. He goes around the 
corner to his office and there is joined by a 
young girl in a “sporty ’”’ hat. She perches 
on the doctor’s knee. 

The doctor and the pretty girl are hugging 
and kissing at a great rate when the doc- 
tor’s wife calls up on the telephone to ask if 
she is needed. The doctor says no, that he 
has a pressing engagement, and has his 
hands full. This sally creates great merri- 
ment. Wifle hears something over the tele- 
phone that does not sound good to her, so 
she puts on her wraps and prances over to 
the office. The irate wife pulls the girl’s 
hair and beats her husband with an um- 
brella, and thus the scene and the show 
ends. 

All Have Horror Scenes. 

In a round of these places on South State 
street, Milwaukee avenue, and Halsted 
street not one show could be found that did 
not furnish for its patrons, mostly children, 
a series of horrors such as murder and hang- 
ing and madhouse scenes and burglaries. 
The least harmful one found was in Milwau- 
kee avenue, where a baby was shown throw- 
ing its mother into hysterics by attempting to 
swallow the end of a loaded revolver, and 
another one showing the adventures of the 
milkman on his morning rounds, including 
a fight with a drunken man stumbling home- 
ward. 

At the theater where the thieving son and 
the burglar and the deceitful doctor were 
played up the crowd was observed closely, 
The children in this place were mostly 
the children of the poor. They were of 
the families of foreign laborers and formed 
the early stage of that dangerous second 
generation which is finding such a place in 
the criminals of the city. 


Always a Crowd at Door. 
The approach to the “ theatorium " always 
finds a crowd of gaping children of all sizes

er in Carnegie Hall. 


HIRSCH DECRIES BIG STICK. 


Chicago Rabbi Says Policy of a ‘Great 
Statesman’’ Is Wrong. 


New York, April 14.—[{Special.]—Two 
Strange flags hung over the heads of the 
choristers on the stage of Carnegie hall to- 
night. They were silk stars and stripes set 
into a field of white satin. A golden ange! 
bearing in one hand a palm leaf supplanted 
the usual war eagle or pike head on the 
staffs, and broad bands af white were in- 
scribed with the golden word, “‘ Peace,’’ This 
is the flag of state to come to the “‘ United 
States of the Federated Nations of Peace,”’ 
for the hastening of whose making the first 
national arbitration and peace conference of 
America opened tonight with song and in- 
vocations. 

People began standing in line to gain ad- 
mission to the hall almost an hour before the 
doors were opened. When 8 o’clock came 
there was a double line extending from the 
Fifty-seventh street entrance down Seventh 
avenue to Fifty-sixth street. 

Open Meeting with Anthem. 

The Oratorio society of New York, which 
was represented im full by three rows of sing- 
ers grouped in tiers on the stage with the 
orchestra, all under the direction of Frank 
Damrosch, opened the — with an an- 
them, 

In front of the choral ‘iia adie sat some of 
the men whovare to take part in the delibera- 
tions of the peace conference. Among them 
were Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch of Chicago; 
Bishop Henry C. Potter, Monsignor Lavell, 
Dr. Frederick Lynch, George Foster Pea- 
body, Booker T. Washington, and Dr. 
Charles 8. Jefferson. Archbishop Farley, 
who was to have delivered an address in 
person, was unable to be present because of 
the conference of archbishops at Washing- 
ton, and Monsignor Lavelle, reetor of St. 
Patrick's cathedral, represented his superior 
and read the address prepared by him. 

Dr. Hirsch Pleads for Peace. 

Rabbi Emil G. Hirsch of Sinai econgrega- 
tion, Chicago, speaking on “ The Advent 
of the Plow,” said: 

“Our hope is founded on the advent of 
the plow. By a costly and circuitous route 
the sword has been turned into a plowshar« 
even as it is now. If it is true that every 
war was, in the last analysis, inspired by 
fear of hunger and not by dymastic ambition 
or national antipathies, then the larger the 
number of plows the less the need of war. 
Intensify the productive methods which 
coax from earth the blessings stored there- 
in, and hunger’s dominion correspondingly 
shrinks. 

“The toflers always have had to pay. the 
price of war. Theirs was chiefly the toll 
in blood and tears and treasure; upon them 
the recoil inevitable of brutality. There is 
no clash between the interests of the toilers 
in one country and those in another. Co- 
operation, not competition, is the ultimate 
solvent. If the courts are competent to 
maintain the social equilibrium between dif- 
ferent contestants and litigants in one coun- 
try, shall we despair of international tri- 
bunals’ efficiency in making for equilibrium 
among the nations? If all nations were unit- 
ed, would one single nation dare reject the 
decree? 


Says “Big Stick” Is Dangerous. 

“There is a well Known statesman of this 
country who says that we should always be 
prepared with a big stick. But what of the 
man who always goes round with a deadiy 
weapon in his pocket? If he is tempted to 
use it, to commit murder, will not the nation 
be as strongly tempted, upon little provoca- 
tion, to swing that big stick?’ 

The real business of the congress wil} com- 
menege tomorrow. At 1 o’clock a reception 
and luncheon will be given to the delegates 
at the City club, 35 West Forty-fourth street. 
‘At 8 o'clock Mr. Carnegie Will open the first 


business meeting in Carnegie hall. Gov. 
Hughes will be there to give the delegates the 
state’s welcome, Mayor McClellan will do the 
same for the city, and Secretary of State 
Elihu Root, as the personal representative 
of the president, will read a letter from the 
chief executive. 


Says Churches Are Weak, 

At a peace meeting tn the Church of the 
Pilgrims, Broadway and Fifty-sixth street, 
this afternoon, William... Stead criticised 
churches and churchmen for not laboring for 
peace in the world. He put his arraignment 
in strong language, which caused much 
whispering among his audience. 

“I wish to say something that may sound 
revolutionary,’’, Mr. Stead continued. ‘‘ The 
church of God has no more influence on gen- 
eral peace than a row of pins. It is because 
too many Christians Gevote their time to 
saving .an individval soul, and not, as the 
prophets of Israel, to saving the soul of 
humanity.”

ENGLISH WOMEN GETTING BAD? 


Father Vaughan Sees Peril of Their Be- 
coming Irreligious—Drinking Is 
Blamed for. Degeneracy.

LONDON, April 14.—Father Barnard 
Vaughan, discussing today Justice Plowden’s 
recent statement that woman’s nature Is un- 
dergoing a change that !s not for the better, 
declared one thing was certain—women were 
becoming not only less religious but more 
unreligious. The danger, Father Vaughan 
said, was that, owing to the “ entente cor- 
diale,” they, like some of their French sis- 
ters, may become irreligious. Archdeacon 
Sinclair of London ascribed the degeneracy 
of women-chiefly to drinking, and especially 
to secret drinking.

DANCES 3 DAYS: CAN T STOP. 


Girl Whose Feet Won’t Keep Still 
Drugged to Save Her Life. 


MANIA PUZZLES DOCTORS. 


Only Thing Like Philadelphia Case Is 
Tarantula Madness. 


Philadelphia, Pa., April 14.—[Special.J— 
After nearly three days of almost continuous 
dancing, Theresa Horn, a domestic employed 
by John Kelly, a rich resident of Ardmore, 
was placed today under opiates at Norris- 
town hospital to save her from dancing her 
life away. Even under the influence of the 
anresthetic her feet kept twitching. 

When brought to the hospital the girl begged 
piteously to be delivered from the strange 
mania that has possessed her since Thursday 
night. Her face, which had been well round- 
ed, had lost all its curves and was like that 
of an old woman. Her eyes were like those 
of a man finishing a six days’ bicycle race. 
Her heart action was tremendously excited 
at times and at times almost imperceptible. 

When she awakens from the stupor caused 
by drugs, alienists will examine her for her 
sanity. They admit that they are now abso- 
lutely at a loss to account for her symptoms, 
the like of which never has come before them. 

Like Case of Tarantula Madness. 

The only parallels, according to surgeons 
examining the case, are the strange dancing 
mania caused by tarantula’s bite and the 
weird phenomenon which formed one of the 
foundations of the horrible crusade against 
the witches in New England. 

Miss Horn, who is 21 years old, and had 
been exceptionally pretty, was seized with 
her dancing mania late Thursday afternoon 
while at work at her regular duties in the 
Kelly home. She suddenly threw her arms 
over her head and began. to dance. 

**I don’t know what's the matter with me,” 
she gasped as Mrs. Kelly entered. “I can’t 
stop dancing.”’ 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Kelly tried to hold her, 
but could not. Then they tried to hold her 
feet, but it was impossible. After she had 
danced for more than an hour Drs. Cloud 
and McLeod were called in. By this time the 
girl could not speak. 

Policemen Can’t Stop Her. 

After working with her for some time the 
physicians had her sent to the matron's room 
in Ardmore police station. Policemen held 
her down on the cot, but as soon as they 
would release their hold she would begin 
dancing again. Injections of morphine had 
only a temporary effect and soon wore off. 

With only occasional respites from drugs 
the girl's movements continued all day Fri- 
day. At times she would whirl about the 
room in waltz and two-step methods, and at 
times the dance movements resembled no 
particular mode, but were always rhythmic 
and graceful. 

On Saturday afternoon she was taken to 
Norristown for examination by alienists 
there. Beyond apparent loss of speech and 
an uncontrollable desire to dance there were 
no signs of insanity. 

‘Her dancing is not spasmodic, as guch,”’ 
said Dr. MeLeod today, ‘‘but what the dis- 
turbing cause is we have not yet learned. 
The strange thing about it is that the dancing 
isalwaysrhythmic. Perhaps when the effect 
of this opiate has passed she may be normal] 
again and we can learn.”

Succumbs to Organic Disease 
of the Heart Shortly After 
Retiring to Bed at 

Midnight. 


BUTLER FINDS THE BODY. 


Sudden Ending of Career of the 
Financier Causes Great 
Shock to His Many 
Friends. 


James H. Eckels, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, one of the receivers 
of the Union Traction company, and former 
controller of the currency, was found deaé 
in his bed yesterday morning at his resi- 
dence, 18 Ritchie court. 

Death had come presumably not long after 
Mr. Eckels retired at midnight. He had suf- 
fered for years from heart disease, and « 
commission of physiclana, including Dr, 
Warren Hunter of the coroner's office, after 
performing an autopsy, issued a statement 
that the death, in their belief, was due te 
organic disease of the heart. 

Singular pathos was added to the death 


by the fact that his wife and only child, Mise © 


cebe Eckels, are in Paris, where Miss 
Eckels has been attending a seminary, - 

Mrs. Eckels was notified in the afternoon at 
her hotel in Paris of her husband's death by 
Mrs. George Dunlap, a sister of Mrs. Orson 
Smith, who had received the tidings in a 
cable message from Mrs. W. J. Chalmers. 
Mrs. Eckels dispatched the following catle 
message to Mrs. Chalmers: 

“ Leaving by first steamer.” 

The first steamer will sail from Havre to- 
morrow, according to the information of Mrs. 
Chalmers, but she sent another cable — 
message to Mrs. Eckels to ascertain the exact: 
time she would leave France and the name 
of the vessel. 

Friends Surprised and Shocked. 


Though he had complained often of fatigue, Be 


caused by the engrossing character of duties 
that had been added to the burden of his 
regular financial occupations, Mr. Eckels 
the evening before he died was. in good spirits. 


He attended a dinner at the residence of 


Mr. and Mrs. F. H. Rawson at 501 North 
State street. Before that he had called, as 
was his frequent evening custom, at the resi-

house he sat up until midnight with J. Stevens 


Templeton, a young friend who has been : 


making his home there. 

He had made all arrangements for a break- 
fast at his residence at 11 o'clock Sunday 
morning, at which he expected to entertain 
a few relatives and friends. . 

It was an effort toreach her brother-in-law 
by telephone in the morning, by Mrs. George 
M. Bckels, that led to the discovery of Mr. 
Pckels’ death by the servants. Mrs. George 
Eckels and her husband had been invited te 
the breakfast. 

While the master of the house lay in hig 
last sleep in his apartment upstairs his sery- 
ants were busy preparing for the breakfast. 
Extra help had been engaged for the occa- 
sion. The maids and the butler were arrang- 
ing the table, looking after flowers,.and plane 
ning the meal. 


Friends Invited to Breakfast. 


In addition to Mr. and Mrs. George Eckels, 
John T. McCutcheon, Judge Kenesaw Mz. 
Landis and wife—Mrs. Landis and Mrs. 
Eckels are sisters—and E. H. Gary, chairman 
of the board of directors of the United States 
Steel corporation, were to have been the 
guests. Judge Landis, however, was desirous — 
of visiting his mother in Logansport, Ind., 
and had sent his regrets. 

At 8:30 o'clock Mrs. George Eckels, who 
lives at 55387 Woodlawn avenue, tried to call 
up her brother-in-law’s residence by tele- 
phone, but could get no answer. She made 
repeated efforts, and at 9:30 o'clock she said 
to her husband, with a premonition that all 
was not right: 

“*I fear something has happened. James 
has complained of his heart again recently. 
I fear—I don’t know what. Can he beill?” . 

The servants in the house heard the tele- 
phone bell ringing in Mr. Eckels’ dressing 
room and wondered why he did not answer it. 
One of the maids rapped at the door, but 
received no answer. She called another 
maid and both attempted to rouse Mr. Eckels. 
Then they called Frank Ewens, 859 Rush 
etreet, a butler engaged for the breakfast, 
the regular family butier being with Mrs, 
Eckels and her daughter on the continent, 


Body Discovered by Butler. 


Ewens, finding he could not rouse Mr. 
Eckels by repeated rapping on the door, en« 
tered the sleeping apartment at 9:40 o'clock 
and found Mr. Eckels lying dead in bed. 

Mr. Templeton was roused and the nearest 
physician, Dr. Frank 8. Churchill, 480 North . 
State street, was called. Dr. Churchill sal@ 
Mr. Eckels had been dead several hours, 

On.a little stand near the bedside was Mr. 
Eckels’ bible, open where he had been read- 
ing it before he had gone to-sleep. .It wag 
his nightly custom to read his bible. It was 
a cherished gift from his father and mother, 
and, like them, he wasa devout Presbyterian. 

Dr. Henry B. Favill and Dr. John B. Mur- 
phy, the latter Mr. Eckels’ family physician, — 
arrived soon afterwards, and later Dr. W. A. 
Evans, the new commissioner of health, who 
was asked by Dr. Murphy to be present. 

Dr. Warren Hunter, the coroner’s physt- 
cian, conducted the post-mortem examina- 
tion, assisted by the three other physicians. 

After much deliberation the physicians ig 
sued a statement that, in their belief, organic 
disease of the heart caused the death within 
an hour or an hour and a half after he re- 
tired. The heart was twice the normal size. 


Report of Coroner’s Physician. 

Following is a copy of the official report on 
Mr. Eeckeis’ death made by Dr. Hunter and 
attested by Dre. Murphy and Eivans: 

My name is Warren H. Hunter, M. D. I reside 
at 869 West Harrison street, and am by oecupa- 
tion coroner’s physician, Cook county, Ill. On 
April 14, 1907, I held a post-mortem examination 
on the body of James H. Eckels at 18 Ritchie 
place. 

Body identified by J. B. Murphy, M. D., 8305 
Michigan avenue. On post-mortem examination 
of the body, heart found enlarged and dilated to 
twice its original size; mitral and pulmonary 
valves negative; aortic valves thickened and con- 
tracted. Aorta shows marked atheroma. Lungs, . 
cedematous. Spleen, negative. Liver, stomach, 
and kidneys, passive congestion. Brain, negative. 

In our opinion said James H. Eckels came 16 
his death from organic heart disease.

Judge Landis Notified on Train. 

Before the arrival of the coroner’s deputy 
mid the phyeicians, George Eckels, Judge 
Landis. and other friends of the family 
reached the residence. The judge wae on the 
train bound for Logansport when a mes- 
genger came rushing through the train a6 
it was leaving the Union station. An accom- 
modating conductor, apprised of the circum- 
stances, pulled the bell rope and the judge 
a few minutes later was at the Ritchie court 
reridence. 

Mr. Eckels for several weeks had com- 
plained of fatigue and on Friday he had 
consulted Dr. Murphy again about his heart 
trouble. In addition to his banking duties 
he had been devoting considerable time re- 
eently to sessions of the Chicago clearing 
hduse committee, which has had under con- 
eideration the securities of John R. Walsh. 
He was busy also with the details of the 
new building of the Commercial National 
bank, and was devoting considerable time 
to the details of a financial deal conducted 
in the interest of some of his friends. 

He was feeling ill when he kept his engage- 
ment at the dinner of Mr. and Mrs. Rawson, 
but as the meal progressed seemed to recover 
his spirits and became quite animated before 
he left at 10 o'clock. The only other guests 
were Mr. and Mrs. John Dupee. 

Mr. Eckels was making preparations to 
Jeave for Europe to join his family on May 15, 
two weeks earlier than had been his original 
{ntention, hoping his health would be re- 
stored by a long rest. He expected to spend 
most of his time in England. The night be- 
fore he died he talked with boyish pleasure 
of the tour he intended to take. 


Rapid Rise to Prominence. 


Mr. Eckels was born at Princeton, IIl., Nov. 
#2, 1858, and received his preliminary educa- 
tien in the public schoole of the town, grad 
uating from the high school in 1876. After 
reading law three years in a local office he 
entered a law school at Albany, N. Y., in 1879 
and was graduated the foliowing year. 

He returned at once to his native state 
and began practice at Ottawa. 

From the beginning he took: an. active in- 
terest in public affairs, and his knowledge 
of financial affairs, which became known 
through his eloquent public speeches, &t- 
tracted the attention of President Grover 
Cleveland, who at the beginning of his sec- 
ond term appointed Mr. Eckels controller of 
the currency. 


Proves Ability as Financier. 


The appointment aroused a storm of dis 
Gpproval from the political leaders of the 
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time. A delegation from the senate went to 
the president and urged that Mr. Eckels’ 
name be withdrawn, because he was a young 
and inexperienced man. President Cleveland 
was obdurate, however, and the appointment 
* went.” 

Within a few weeks the panic of 1893 swept 
over the country. In ten weeks 165 national 
banks failed—a number only twenty less than 
the total during the preceding thirty years. 
A period of apprehension and anxiety such as 
the financial intérests of the country had 
never known followed. 

The. new controller of the currency went 
to Work. “Of the banks that failed during 
that first ten weeks he reopened 115 and of 
these 100 were successful. He collected and 

d out to depositorsin banks that had failed 

re than $28,000,000, or 36 per cent of the 
total amount paid owt in the history of the 
system. Many other banks were assisted 
and protected in so wise a manner that they 
Were enabled to pull through. 

A prominent financier deciared that during 
the crisis the controller of the currency 
“never made a mistake.’”” And Mr. Eckels 
retained his position until the end of the 
@emocratic administration, establishing a 
reputation as one of the greatest financiers 
in the United Statea 


Becomés President of Bank. 

When William McKinley was elected, Mr. 
Evekels announced that he would retire from 
public life. Immediately he was overwhelmed 
with offers of positions from financial institu- 
tions in every part of the country, but after 
some deliberation he accepted the presidency 
of the Commercial Nationa! bank, an office 
which he held up to the time of his death. 

For many years Mr. Eckels was treasurer 
end a director of the Union Traction com- 
pany, and when its receivership was appoint- 
ed was placed upom the board as the repre- 
gentative of the company. F 

He was vice president and a diréctor of the 
Hewitt Manufacturing company, treasurer 
and a director of the Featherstone Foundry 
and Machine comphny, and a member of 
the western board of control of the Audit 
company of New York. He was also a 
director or trustee in the following interests:

American and British Seturities company, LAd 

American Surety Company of New York 

Bankers’ Trust Company of New York. 

Chicago Real Estate trustees.

Mr. Eckels is believed to have left a refa- 
tively small estate. His income in the last. 
few years had been large, but his holdings 
im the various corporations in which he was 
interested are seid to have been only 
moderate. 


Interested in Young Men. 


His greatest interest, aside from finance, 
Was educational end philanthropic work 
among young men. For several years he was 
president of the Chicago Young Men's Chris- 
tian association, and devoted much, time to 
ite work. At the time of his death he was 
treasurer of its board of trustees. 

In Ottawa he had been superintendent of 
the Presbyterian Sunday school. In the 
Fourth Presbyterian church, which he joined 
upon coming to Chicago, he interested him- 
self especially in the same direction, giving 
his services freely to everything that had 
enything to do with the young men. When- 
ever a banquet was given, it was to Mr. Eck- 
els that the men turned first for a toastmas- 
ter. 

From the time of his appointment as con- 
trolier of the currency Mr. Eckels was one 
of Mr. Cleveland's closest personal friends, 
and the intimacy continued after the official 
bond was broken. Mr. Cleveland at the time 
of his last-visit to Chicago, in February, was 
the guest of Mr. Ecke!s.

Daniel O'Reilly, who now is in charge of 
the Thaw defense, was greatly interested 
in the allegations made against Mr. Pfaff, 
but declined to make any statement. Asked 
as to what effect such charges, if proved true, 
might have in the matter of having some 
justice of the Supreme court admit Thaw 
to bail awaiting his next trial, the lawyer 
refused to discuss the matter.

MEN TRY TO LYNCH NEGRO 


WHO HAD BEATEN BLUECOAT. 


Angry Crowd on State Street Dispersed 


Only When Two Wagons Filled with 
Policemen Arrive. 


An attempt to lynch a negro prisoner who 
had severely beaten his captor, a policeman, 
resulted yesterday in a riot in which several 
shots were fired. Two wagon loads of po- 
licemen and their display of revolvers dis- 
persed the angry crowd, in which there were 
several women. 

The trouble began when Policeman J. B. 
Tucker saw Joseph Harris, the negro, stand- 
ing near Thirty-third and State streets. He 
was wanted for stabbing Phyllis LewS8on, 
3539 Armour avenue, several days ago, and 
the policeman recognized him at once. 

The policeman drew his revolver and at- 
tempted to arrest Harris, who is 6 feet 3 
inches in height. The negro knocked the 
weapon from the policeman’s hand, knocked 
him down, and then kicked him before run- 
ning away. Policemen Patten and Berndt 
arrived and followed him. 

Meanwhile a crowd had congregated and 
joined in the chase with shouts of ‘“ Catch 
the nigger’ and “* Lynch him.”’ 

Policeman Tucker still was conscious, al- 
though severely hurt. He rolled over on 
the ground, picked up his revolver, and fired 
at Harris. The bullet struck the heel of 
the negro’s shoe. He was stunned and fell. 
Several mer held him. 

The crowd pushed about the prisoner and 
threats of violence were many. Policeman 
Tucker telephoned a riot call to the Stanton 
avenue police station. A few minutes later 
two wagone loaded with policemen drove up. 

Even this did not awe the crowd. Men 
were endeavoring to carry Harris away when 
the policemen, using their clubs, reached 
him. Several shots were fired into the air.

URGES SCHOOL CHILDREN TO CEL- 
EBRATE THOUGHTFULLY. 


Tells Youth of Nation They Are Per- 
forming Part of Geod Citisens 
When They Help to Preserve and 
Protect Forests — Festivities Have 
Moral Bearing on Boys and Girls 
Who. Will Be Men and Women of | 
Affairs in Few Years, 


|. pWashington, D. -., ,-April 14.—President 
Roosevelt has addressed: to. ‘the school 
childrem of the United -States"’ a mes- 
sage on the significance of Arbor day, which 
during the month of April is celebrated in 
many of the states. He says to them itis 
well that they should celebrate the day 
thoughtfully, and that when they help to 
preserve our forests or to plant new ones they 
are acting the part of good citizens. The 
message ig as follows: 

“To the Schoo! Children of the United 
States: 

“ Arbor day (which means simply “tree 
day”) is now observed in every state in our 
union—and mainly in the schools, At vari- 
ous times from January to December, but 
chiefly in this month of April, you give a day 
or part of a day to special exercises and per- 
haps to actual tree planting, in recognition 
of the importance of trees to us as a nation, 
and of what they yield in adornment, com- 
fort. and useful products to the communities 
in which you live. 

‘* For the nation, as for the man or woman 
and the boy or girl, the road to success is the 
right use of what we hay» and the improve- 
ment of present opportunity. If you neglect 
to prepare yourselves now for the duties and 
responsibilities which will tall upon you later; 
if you do not learn the things which you will 
need to know when your school days are over, 
you will suffer the consequences. So any 
nation which in its youth lives only for the 
day, reaps without sowing, and coneumes 
without husbanding, must expect the penalty 
of the prodigal, whose labor could with difi- 
culty find him the bare means of life.

On the surface 
the anti-Roosevelt movement is sponsored 
by the Georgia Republican State league, 
which is organized in every congressional 
district and represents the voting strength 
of the party in Georgia. 

The league is using against Roosevelt the 
fact that he has appointed many democrats 
to federal office and has ignored republican 
applicants. 

Leaders in’ the league say they are certain 
to name their delegates to the next national 
convention. 


“~ Lay Plans to Aid Taft. 


Washington, D. C:, April 14.—[Special.]— 
Upon the return of Secretary of War Taft to 
Washington an important conference will 
be held among administration leaders to de- 
termine the steps to be taken to further the 
campaign of the distinguished Ohioan for 
the presidential nomination. 

Since his absence from the United States 
there has been a good deal doing in a politi+, 
cal way, and recent devclopments in Ohio 
make it incumbent upon Secretary Taft to 
conduct a@ bold and aggressive fight in his 
own behalf. Whether he will consent to do 
this remains to be seen. : 

The indications are that Secretary Taft will 
be strongly urged not to go to the Philippines 
as planned. Instead he will be advised to visit 
Ohio and deliver there a series of speeches 

‘to offset the campaign already begun by the 
regular party organization of that state, 
* headed by Senators Foraker and Dick. 


Think Roosevelt Made Error. 


There are differences of opinion among ad 
ministration leaders as to the ability of Mr, 
Taft and his supporters to rout Foraker and 
Dick in the prospective battle in Ohio, and 
by some the fear ig expressed that if Taft 
does not win in his own state his chances 
of capturing the presidential nomination will 
be reduced to a minimum. 

Certain potential leaders in the administra- 
tion camp express the belief that the presi- 
dent made a tactical error when he let it 
be known 80 early in the race that Mr. Taft 
was his favorite among the candidates looked 
upon as probabilities in 1908. 

They argue that with uncertainty as to 
the outcome In Ohio a candidate lke Vice 
President Fairbanks, or Speaker Cannon 
may be able to progress with hig candidacy 
to the ultimate disadvantage of Taft or any 
other man having. the indorsement of the 
president and his supporters.

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DELAY IN BORAE'S GASE, 


ACCUSED SENATOR WILL NOT BE 
ARRESTED AT PRESENT. 


Idaho Member Reported Indicted on 
Charge of Conspiracy to Defraud 
Government Will Be Permitted to | 
Carry Out Legal Duties in Trial of 
Haywood for’ Part in Steunenberg | 
Assassination—Further Action by 
Bonaparte Awaited. 


Boise, Idaho, April 14.—{Special. ]— While it 
is said positively that United States Senator 
W. E. Borah has been indicted by the federal 
grand jury, presumably on a charge of con- 
spiracy to defraud the government, he has 
not been arrested, nor has the indictment 
been returned. The delay, it is said; will 
continue until after the trial of William D. 
Haywood, secretary andi treasurer of the 
Western Federation of Miners, for the al- 
leged murder of ex-Gov. Steunenburg. Sena- 
tor Borah is attorney for the prosecution in 
this case. 

Facts have been ascertained which explain 
the cause for delay in making the arrest of 
Senator Borah and other indicted with him. 
Senator Borah had demanded of Attorney 
General Bonaparte that evidence. given, be- 
fore the grand, jury be reviewed by the de- 
partment of justice before papers are served 
on him, and agents of the government are 
now on their way to Washington with evi- 
dence. Until Mr. Bonaparte personally has 
investigated the evidence there probably will 
be no further developments in the case. 

The attention of the national administra- 
tion was directed to the land fraud investiga- 
tion here two weeks ago, the charge being 
made that it was being conducted unfairly, 
that those against whom the investigation 
was directed were victims of a political plot, 
aud the Western Federation of Miners was 
responsible for the grand jury’s work. What 
happened in Washington after this in- 
formation was received is not known, but 
not more than &@ week ago one of the high 
officials of the federal court in Boise tele, 
graphed President Roosevelt that no indict- 
ments against any one connected with the 
Haywood trial. would be announced until | 
after the trial was concluded.

Hope that Dr. Robert D. Sheppard, former 
treasurer of the Garrett Biblical institute,

WEATHER BOOSTS DEATH RATE. 


Unseasonable Conditions Affect Young 
and Old—Pneumonia Causes 142 
to Succumb—Consumption 73. 


An advance in the mortality rate is reported 
by the health department as a result of the 
bad weather last week. It is pointed out 
that unseasonable weather eonditions have 
shown their effect the greatest on the ex- 
tremes of life, the young and the aged. 

There were 142 deaths from pneumonia, 
this being the leading cause of deaths. Con- 
sumption was the next, seventy-three having 
died from it. 

There were fourteen more deaths from con- 
sumption reported to the bureau than in the 
week of April 6, and ten more from cancer. 
The other increases were small. There were 
717 deaths from all causes.

SHARPLY CRITICISES O’NEILL. 


President Johnson Makes a Caustic Re- 
ply to the Western League Presi- 
dent’s Accusations. 


That the national commission exceeded fits juris- 
diction in an effort to help the Western league in 
its dispute over the Topeka club’s franchise and 
that President O’ Neill originally favored the rule 
of the minor league organization which he now 
desires rescinded were the features of a statement 
President Johnson of the American league made 
yesterday. 

“ The interview with O’Nell!l at Omaha,’’ Mr. 
Johnson said, ‘“‘ could come only from a man so 
far lacking in intelligence as to be unable properly 
to Interpret the simple. and conservative finding 
of the national commission at ite New York meet- 
ing. It was always a question if the commission 
could touch the Topeka case with any propriety, 
because the national agreement grants to the 
minor leagues the right to conduct their own af- 
fairs. 

‘“ The commission'¢ finding simply specified as 
unwise the territorial draft legislation of the na- 
tional association and recommended that it be 
modified. This suggestion was accepted gracious- 
ly by the national board and an effort made at @ 
meeting in Buffaio to patch up an agreement be- 
tween the two leagues disputing over the Topeka 
territory. When that failed it was presumptuous 
in the Western league to appeal again to the na- 
tional commission, which already had gone as far 
as propriety would permit. 

“ The position of the Western league was weak 
and untenable before the New York meeting and 
Was made so by the failure of O’ Nell] to comply 
with simple requirements of the constitution gov- 
erning the national association. The only standing 
he secured was when the Western association con- 
sented to a conference. The position of the West- 
ern league is made more amusing by the fact the 
records of the national essociation show that the 
vote on the territorial draft legisiation was unani- 
mous. O'Neill's vote, therefore, helped to make 
the law he now complains of so bitterly."’
